Rescue workers clawing at the 
wreckage of two hotels, three 
apartment houses and scores of 
shops along two blocks of Ben 
Yehuda street extricated nine 
more bodies today, boosting to 52 
the number of dead. At least 88 
injured have been dug from the 
debris, Hagana workers at the 
scene said there possibly were 
more victims in the rubble. 

Arab leaders said their com- 
mandoes set off the two truckloads 
of explosives which caused the 
blast. Jews, however, seemed con- 
vinced that the British were some- 
how responsible. Nine British sol- 
diers were killed in retaliatory 
fighting after the explosion and 
three Jews lost their lives. The 
death toll for the day thus stood 


at 64. 
British Triple Guard. 

A tripled guard stood duty at 
British security zone gates and at 
vital administrative and military 
buildings. 

Jews worked feverishly to 
strengthen their own barbed wire 
and cement block barricades. 

All Jéwish sections of the city 
were ordered out of bounds to the 
military. Jews warned even Brit- 
ish police to stay out unless ac- 
companied by Jewish police. 

Irgun Zvai Leumi, extremist 
Jewish underground group, pro- 
claimed: “As from today all Brit- 
ish personnel, military and police, 
entering Jewish sections will be 
subject to execution.” . 

Reports that. the Ben Yehuda 
bombers were in uniforms of the 
British Palestine police increased 
anti-Brifish feelings among the 
Jews. /A Palestine Government 
statement, however, said “it is con- 
sidered unbelievable that this act 
could have been committed by 
members of security forces.” 

Reported Trained in Syria. 

One Arab military source said 
the explosives were placed by 
“seven Arab commandoes in Pal- 
estine police uniform who had 
been trained in Syria under 
Czechoslovak officers.” 

(In London, D. R. Rees-Wil- 
liams, parliamentary under sec- 
retary. for colonial affairs, told 
the House of Commons that Zion- 
ist authorities “have been chal- 
lenged to produce any evidence” 
that British soldiers were re- 
sponsible for the Ben Yehuda 
bombing. 

(He said: “Responsibility has 
not yet been established. But the 
authorities have found nothing to 
confirm the allegation that mem- 
bers of the British security forces 
were involved.’’) 

Nevertheless, Jewish rescue 
workers refused to use British 
firefighting and debris clearing 
apparatus rushed to the scene. 
One of the first British policemen 
to arrive after the blast was beat- 
en. British correspondents were) 
threatened, 

Later in the day five British 
soldiers were killed and six in- 
jured when a mine shattered their 
army truck, 

Two Royal Air Force troopers 
were shot to death near the gate 
of the British security zone. 

The two hotels blasted were the 
Amdursky and the Atlantic. They 
were crowded with Jewish resi- 
dents who had moved into the 
area seeking protection from ‘the 
Jewish-Arab violence. 

The bomb left a four-foot crater 
in the street.

other Here Prevents Daughter 


In Chicago From Ending Her Life 


When Mrs. Helen Rolfsen of 
Chicago telephoned her mother 
here today that she planned to 
end her life, the mother, Mrs. 
Jesse B. Wood, 4210 Blaine ave- 
nue, took immediate and effective 
steps to save her daughter. 

As soon as Mrs. Rolfsen hung 
up, after a three-minute conver- 
sation at 9 a. m., Mrs. Wood imme- 
diately called Chicago police and 
sent them hurrying to her daugh- 
ter’s home, at 2437 North Fran- 
cisco avenue. 

The police broke down the door 
and found Mrs. Rolfsen semi- 
conscious from an overdose of a 
sedative. She was rushed to Cook 
County Hospital, given emergency 
treatment and pronounced out of 
danger. 

Mrs. Wood told reporters her 
daughter, who is 34 years old, 
visited her over the weekend, tak- 
ing a train to Chicago late yes- 
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“She was in good spirits and I 
thought everything was. rosy,” 
Mr-. Wood related. 

“I certainly: was surprised when 
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Helen telephoned me this morn- 
ing,” the mother observed, “She 
said: ‘Mother, I’ve taken some- 
thing; when it is over I want you 
to claim my body.’ She did not 
Say what she had taken, or why 
she took it, and she hung up the 
phone before I could get any fur- 
ther information. I immediately 
put in a call for Chicago Police 
and told them what my daughter 
had said.“ 

Mrs, Wood's call was received 
by Sgt. Thomas Doyle of the Chi- 
cago Detective Bureau. He dis- 
patched district police to Mrs. 
Rolfsen's home. 

Mrs. Rolfsen is separated from 
her husband and has two daugh- 
ters, aged 17 and 9 years, who 
make their home with her. 

Mrs. Wood said her daughter's 
separation occurred three years 
ago and that Mrs. Rolfsen does 
not know where her husband is. 
Mrs. Wood said no mention was 
made of the separation in the tel- 
ephone conversation today, and 


she does not know why her 
daughter sought to end her life. 


Cabinet Posts — Reds 
Accuse Foes of Plot. 


PRAGUE, Feb. 23 (AP)—Czech- 
oslovakia’s Government appeared 
to be headed for Communist con- 
trol tonight, impelled by a split in 


the Social Democratic party, which 
has held the balance of power. 

President Eduard Benes's office 
announced he would broadcast to 
the nation tomorrow. 

This announcement was made 
after Benes had conferred with 
leaders of two of the parties whose 
ministers submitted their resigna- 
tions from the cabinet last Friday, 
It was made before the Social 
Democratic party’s split became 
known, 

After an all-day meeting, left- 
wing Social Democrats resolved 
that the party should remain in 
the Government and begin ne- 
gotiations with the Communists 
for Cabinet posts. This was the 
first definite victory in Premier 
Gottwald's campaign for a new 
“popular front” Government. 

The size of the opposing fac- 
tions in the Social Democrat party 
was not known immediately. A 
member of this party, Zdenek 
Fierlinger, was Priemer until the 
Communists received 38 per cent 
of the vote in the 1946 parliamen- 
tary elegtions. A party congress 
which disapproved of close co-op- 
eration of the Communists, re- 
moved him as party chairman. 

Military Plot Charged. 
Meanwhile, Communist Interior 
Minister Vaclav Nosek tonight 
charged the National Socialists, 
the second largest party after the 
Communists, with plotting a mili- 
tary putsch against the Govern- 
ment, 

Nosek, who as Interior Minister 
heads the Czechoslovak security 
police, said “proof” had been dis- 
covered of Nationalist Socialist 
Plans for an armed uprising and 
the military occupation of public 
buildings. 

The ministry, putting on a show 
of force in the Communist cam- 
paign to control Czechoslovakia, 
armed the police with sub- 
machine guns and rifles, posted 
guards at strategic spots and tem- 
porarily seized the National So- 
cialist party headquarters, search- 
ing its offices and files: 
A National Socialist spokesman 
denied the Communist charges. 
He implied that purportedly in- 
criminating documents were 
planted in the party’s files during 
the search, which lasted for six 
hours. Party sources said police 
had arrested at least six of its 
executives. 

Two Officers Arrested. 

An Interior Ministry statement 
said the National Socialist party 
was alerted Saturday for the 
putsch. The plot was discovered 
last night and today, it added. 
Nosek said his police had arrested 
two Czechoslovak army officers 
and “a number” of civilians. V. 
Gajchman and Jaroslav Nemecek 
were named as the officers ar- 
rested. 

The ministry made public de- 
tails of a document it said was 
found “in possession of one of the 
arrested persons.” It purported to 
give detailed instructions from the 
party secretary alerting the party’s 
military organs to occupy Prague 


and all public offices, 

The cabinet crisis began last 
Friday when anti-Communist min- 
isters submitted the resignations 
to President Benes in a dispute 
with the Communists over the se- 
curity police. 

Benes so far has refused to ac- 
cept their resignations, and has 
been struggling to compromise the 
friction within the Government, 
Saturday he in effect rejected a 
demand by Premier Gottwald that 
he be permitted to form a new 
Government, excluding the minis- 
ters who submitted their resigna- 
tions. 

Benes insisted that no party or 
group should be excluded from the 
cabinet. The three parties whose 
ministers sought to resign are the 
National Socialists Slovak Demo- 
crats and the Catholic People’s 


parties. The latter said today that 
the police had arrested its youth 
leader. 

Benes in a statement from his 
office urged the Czechs to “re- 
main calm and steady.” 

Assembly Session Canceled. 

The executive commitiee of the 
Czechoslovak Parliament an- 
nounced that a meeting of the 
Constituent Assembly scheduled 
for tomorrow would not be held. 
No reason was given. 

Gustav Husak, Communist chair- 
man of the Slovak Board ef Del- 
egates—a sort of executive com- 
mittee—announced that in view 
of the “disturbed situation” he 


T0 ‘GET EXACTLY’ 
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WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AF) — 
Four Southern Governors pro- 
tested to Democratic party leaders 
today against President Truman's 
civil rights program. When they 
left, one said they didn't get 
exactly what they were after.” 

Gov. Gregg Cherry of North 
Carolina said, as he left the con- 
ference with National Chairman 
J. Howard McGrath: “There was 
just a lot of talk, talk, talk.” 
McGrath handled himself pretty 
well. They didn’t push him off 
his feet.” 

“The ones who went up there 
with blood in their eye didn’t get 
exactly what they were after.” 


Cherry said McGrath told the 
Governors: “I’m sticking by the 
President.” Cherry aded that Mc- 
Grath said Truman’s recommenda- 
tions on civil rights did not in- 
clude anything but interstate com- 
merce. 

Recall of Program Demanded. 

The governors took to McGrath 
a demand that Truman call back 
from Congress his request for 
anti-lynching, anti-poll tax and 
other civil rights legislation. 

After teh 90-minute closed con- 

ference McGrath told reporters he 
would release late this afternoon 
copies of the questions which were 
asked and the answers which were 
given. The Governors’ 1 
also planned a statement later. 

The fereracts took to McGrath 
a prepared statement demanding 
the back-tracking on the demand 
for civil rights legislation. 

They called also for a return to 
the two-thirds rule of nominating 
the Democratic presidential can- 
didate. This rule, scrapped in 
1936, required a majority of two- 
thirds of the voting delegates to 
choose the party’s nominee. The 
present rule a simple majority. 

The Governors handed McGrath 
a typed list of six questions, 

Want Him to Use Influence. 
McGrath was called on to use 
his influence “to have the highly 
controversial civil rights legisla- 
tion which tends to divide our 
people withdrawn from considera- 
tion by the Congress.” 

The Governors were J. Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina, 
Cherry, Ben T. Laney of Arkansas 
and Besauford H. Jester of Texas. 

Gov. W. Preston Lane Jr. of 
Maryiand joined the delegation 
later. 

Reporters were barred, but ad- 
visers of the Governors were per- 
mitted to attend. Among the lat- 
ter was Walter Brown of. South 
Carolina, who has been associated 
closely in the past with former 
Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes. 

The Governors came here under 
orders from the Southern Gov- 
ernors’ Conference to lay the 
South’s complaint before party 
headquarter; and demand an an- 
swer. 

Questions for McGrath. 

The Governors asked McGrath: 

1. If he could deny that pro- 
posed anti-poll tax, anti-lynch- 
ing, anti-employment discrimi- 
nation and anti-Jim Crow legis- 
lation would be “unconstitu- 
tional invasions of the field of 
government belonging to the 
states.“ 

2. If he would oppose adoption 
of federal regulations, as well 
as laws, in the job discrimina- 
tion and race separation fields. 

3. If he would oppose estab- 
lishment of a “special federal 
police agency” such as the pro- 
posed division of civil rights in 
the Department of Justice. 

4. If he would work to re- 
store the two-thirds convention 
rule,

Maslowsky, in St. Louis County 
Hospital with a bullet in his back 
and a second in the right fore- 
arm, which fractured the bone, 
told authorities he was wounded 
by one of three men he had or- 
dered away from his two-room 
store and dwelling, near the con- 
fluence of the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers. 

“I was talking to two customers 
when I saw three men with guns 
crossing my ground,” Maslowsky 
told deputies. “I went outside and 
told them to ‘get out.’ They said 
the ground was city property, and 
they didn’t have to leave. I went 
In and got my .22-caliber rifle. 
When I came out, two of the men 
ran, but the third, who had a 
rifle, lay in a field and shot at 
me. I returned the shots until I 
was hit in the back.” Two bullets 
struck Maslowsky’s building, one 
passing through the room in

Following the shooting, Maslow- 
sky’s customers, W. J. Irwin and 
Robert J. Zeller, both of 1575 Og- 
den avenue, Wellston, drove him 
to the home of Constable. Rudy 
Baumer, 8916 Jennings road, where 
he was transferred to an ambu- 
lance and taken to the hospital. 
Irwin and Zeller furnished a de- 
scription of the automobile in 
which the hunters drove away and 
a license number, which proved to 
be incorrect, Police, cruising in 
Chouteau avenue last night, noted 
a similarity between Carroll's 
parked car and the description, 
and stopped to question Carroll.

‘PROGRAM SHOULD BE BASED ON NEEDS’ 


d proportion of rental hous- 
ing, the Government should con- 
tinue its financial aids, with 
appropriate modifications, and 
should assist in the expansion and 
proper distribution of the supply 
of building materials. 

For the last 14 years the Fed- 
eral Government has given in- 
centive and support to the con- 
struction of housing through 
assistance to private loans for 
home building. These credit aids 
have been temporarily modified 
and liberalized in recent years to 
fit the housing needs of the war 
and postwar periods, and espe- 
cially to aid veterans. 

These aids have been signally 
successful in stimulating a high 
volume of home building. They 
should be continued and modified 
to assist in meeting current needs 
and at the same time to move 
toward a sound long-run system 
of Government assistance to hous- 
ing credit. In particular, they 
should be revised to provide rela- 
tively more incentive during the 
next year for the construction of 
rental housing than for the con- 
struction of housing for sale. In 
addition, careful safeguards 
should be provided against infla- 
tionary impacts. 

My recommendations with re- 
spect to credit aids fall into three 
groups. | 

First, I recommend the exten- 
sion and revision on a transitional 
basis of Title VI of the National 
Housing Act, containing the prin- 
cipal emergency credit provisions, 

Title VI should be extended, 
with modifications, for one year 


of the billion dollars of insurance 
authorization. Half of this amount 
should be specifically allocated for 
insuring loans for rental housing. 
To increase the proportion of ren- 
tal housing, the statutory basis for 
insuring loans should be made less 
liberal on housing built for sale, 
while the present basis for rental 
housing projects should be re- 
tained subject to provisions which 
would prevent giving support to 
further cost increases. 

Second, I recommend that fed- 
eral support for home mortgage 
loans in the form of a secondary 
market be continued, but modified 
to introduce adequate safeguards 
against inflationary effects. 

For More Consolidation. 

For this purpose, I recommend 
the further consolidation of Gov- 
ernment housing activities in the 
Housing and Home Finance Agen- 
cy by placing the secondary mar- 
ket authority in that agency. The 
Housing and Home Financing 
Agency would continue the pres- 
ent secondary market for loans 
guaranteed by the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration and would re- 
establish a secondary market for 
those guaranteed by the Veterans’ 
Administration. 

The purchases of mortgages by 
the Government should be limited 
to local situations where the ab- 
sence of sufficient credit is en- 
dangering home production or 


and where Government support 
will not result in higher costs and 
prices or unsound credit standards. 
This stand-by secondary mort- 
gage market will give assurance to 
lenders of a source of liquidity 
in time of need and thereby con- 
tribute substantially to the sta- 
bility of interest rates and the 
supply of necessary credit. 
Yield-Insurance Plan. 

Third, I recommend that the 
Congress provide a sound incen- 
tive for the construction of rental 
housing in the form of Govern- 
ment insurance of an adequate re- 
turn on direct investment in 
large-scale rental projects with 
supervised rent schedules. Such a 
yield-insurance plan should en- 
courage substantial investment of 
private capital in well-planned 
rental housing. 

The long-range housing legisla- 
tion which has been before the 
Congress for some time contains 
additional proposals for stimulat- 
ing large-scale rental housing, 
which should be enacted. 
In addition to these various 
forms of credit assistance, the 
Government can encourage a high 
volume of home building by im- 
proving the distribution of scarce 
raw materials to building materi- 
als manufacturers. 
As part of the anti-inflation pro- 
gram, I recommended last No- 
vember that the Congress enact 
legislation to permit the alloca- 
tion of important materials, in- 
cluding housing materials, in ex- 
tremely short supply. In the ab- 
sence of such legislation, the Sec- 
retary of Commerce is attempting 
to develop voluntary industry- 
wide agreements to channel more 
raw materials into the production 
of scarce housing items, such as 
nails and cast iron soil pipe. I am 
still convinced that allocation au- 
thority to supplement these volun- 
tary measures would make an es- 
sential contribution to the rapid 
and effective expansion of the 
supply of building materials, , 
Expansion of Supply. 

In addition, it is clear that the 
supply of many building materials 
must be permanently expanded to 
make possible a continuous high 
volume of construction at lower 
costs. As a practical measure 
toward this end, the Department 
of Commerce, in co-operation with 
other Government agencies, will 
regularly prepa~s long-range esti- 
mates of building materials re- 
quirements. 

All these measures are designed 
to assure a high volume of hous- 
ing construction. But this high

knowledge or funds to bring ef- 
fective legal action in their own 
defense, Even those who could 
bring suit hesitate -to do so for 


costs. The basic problem facing 
the housing industry . this re- 
gard is to achieve the constant 
improvements in productive effi- 
ciency characteristic of other great 
industries of our country. 

Considerable progress has been 
made in the last few years, as labor 
and management alike have begun 
to realize the possibilities for long- 
run efficiency inherent in stabi- 
lized housing production at high 
levels, Large-scale operations, both 
on the building site and in fac- 
tories, have demonstrated possi- 
bilities for significant reductions 
in cost. In addition, some co- 
ordination has been achieved in 
the sizes of materials and house- 
hold equipment. This premits small 
scale builders as well as large to 
lower costs through simplified as- 
sembling of houses. 

We can expect further progress 
as these advances are more widely 
adopted and as further innova- 
tions are developed. The Govern- 
ment can assist in a number of 
ways. 

The vigorous program of re- 
search to develop new building 


‘materials and more efficient build- 


ing methods, on which the building 


industry has made an encouraging” 


start, can be aided by the Gov- 
ernment, particularly through such 
research agencies as the Bureau 
of Standards and the Forest Prod- 
ucts Laboratory. In addition, the 
Government can assist the indus- 
try through a sound program of 
research concerning the housing 
market and related community 
development problems. I recom- 
mend that the Congress provide 
authority and funds for an inte- 
grated program of building re- 
search, recognizing the paramount 
interest of the housing and home- 
finance agency in the housing 
field and related interest of the 
Department of Commerce and 
other agencies in the more general 
field of construction, and using 
the best research facilities avail- 
able throughout the Government. 
Restrictions Cited. 

The use of modern methods and 
materials, large-scale operations, 
and improved working techniques 
are hampered in some communi- 
ties by obsolete and restrictive re- 
quirements embodied in local 
building codes. These codes should 
be rapidly modernized to permit 
the prompt use of proved and safe 
technical advances, 

Many communities have ‘already 
made substantial improvements in 
their codes. The Federal Govern- 
ment’s research program should 
assist further improvement by 
testing building materials and 
methods and determining proper 
performance standards. Agencies 
of the Government will also con- 
tinue to promote better building 
codes by working with state and 
local officials and with representa- 
tives of labor and management. 

The full development of large- 
scale operations, both on-site con- 
struction and prefabrication, has 
been delayed by serious gaps in 
findncing methods, In the case of 
on-site construction, I recommend 
that the Government be author- 
ized to guarantee loans for work- 
ing capital during the period be- 
fore regular mortgage loan fi- 
nancing is available, In the case of 
prefabrication, I recommend that 
the Government's present power to 
guarantee production loans should 
be extended to cover the entire 
period between the time the house 
is started in the plant and its 
erection on the site. 

Co-operatives have been effec- 
tive in lowering costs in many 
parts of our economy. Farm co- 
operatives are a notable example. 
I recommend that special provi- 
sion be made by the Congress for 
insuring loans to houging co-op- 
eratives. 

Marketing System. 

Another promising means for re- 
ducing costs of construction is to 
improve the marketing system for 
building materials, which in man 
respects is now unduly — 
cated and costly, This problem 
presents a challenge to the indus- 
try to establish a system adequate 
to distribute at low cost the large 
volume of materials required to 
meet our housing needs. 

The anti-trust division of the 
Department of Justice has been 
attacking unlawful obstacles to 
free competition in the housing 
industry. Restraints on channels 
of distribution, price-fixing, and 
other practices in violation of the 
anti-trust laws add to the cost of 
housing. More vigorous enforce- 
ment of these laws depends upon 
the appropriation by the Congress 
of additional funds that have been 
requested for the anti-trust divi- 
sion. 

There are also possibilities for 
cost reduction through higher la- 
bor productivity as the skill of 
building workers is increased and 
efficient methods are more rapidly 
adopted. As in other industries, 
labor costs per unit can be re- 
duced by these means without low- 
ering the annual earnings of 
workers. I am sure that labor 
and management understand and 
accept these principles and recog- 
nize that their effectiveness de- 
pends upon uninterrupted high 
volume production of housing. I 
am confident that they will co- 
operate fully with each other to 
achieve these ends. 

A complete housing program 
must deal with rural housing. 
Financial aids should be developed 
for rural housing as well as city 
housing. In addition, the technical 
building services provided by the 
Department of Agriculture to 
farmers should be expanded. This 
will enable farmers to do more of 
their own building, and reduce the 
high costs necessarily incurred 
when city builders are asked to do 


for rural housing contained in the 
comprehensive housing legislation 
which has long been before the 
Congress. 

All of these measures will re- 
sult in progressively lower cost 
and higher quality housing. Some 
should be effective in the near fu- 
ture, such as the standardization 
of design, dimensions and methods 
of assembly of home building ma- 
terials and equipment. Others will 
take longer to be fully developed. 
All should be strongly encouraged 
by the Government. 

LOW RENT HOUSING FOR 
FAMILIES IN THE LOWEST 
INCOME GROUPS. 

The measures for cost reduc- 
tion which I have recommended 
—even when they become fully 
effective—will not provide ade- 
quate housing within the reach 
of our lowest income families. 
The private housing industry 
cannot in the foreseeable future 
provide decent housing for these 
families, Their incomes are far 
too low to cover the cost of new 
housing of any adequate stand- 
ard. They are too low to cover 
even the cost of decent second- 

hand housing. 

We have a national responsi- 
bility to assure that decent 
housing is available to all our 
people. We should replace pres- 
ent housing which is a menace 
to health and safety with simple 
but adequate housing at rents 
which low-income families can 
afford. To do this we must re- 
sume the program of public ald 
to low-rent housing, first author- 
ized under the United States 
Housing Act of 1937. 

Under this program, tested by 
experience, local public agencies 
construct and operate the housing, 
and the Federal Government con- 
tributes funds necessary to permit 
low rents. Communities also con- 
tribute by providing exemption 
from local taxes. The costs to the 
federal and local governments 
have been modest in comparison 
with the benefits achieved, not 
only for low-income families but 
also for the community as a 
whole. 

I recommend that the Con- 
gress authorize sufficient feder- 
al funds to permit construction 
4 local housing authorities of 
100,000 public housing units each 
year for the next five years. 

The limits on the cost of con- 
struction per unit set by present 
law would not permit the develop- 
ment of low-rent housing projects 
under any cost level likely to be 
achieved in the postwar period. 
The law should be amended to ad- 
just these cost limitations to post- 
War conditions, and also to 
strengthen the provisions of the 
law which restrict the use of the 
housing to low-income families, to 
encourage the construction of 
units for familles of larger size, 
and to extend certain preferences 
to veterans. 

Public housing is an essential 
element in our total program. 
Even when these 600,000 units 
have been built, we will still 
have far to go to rehouse our 
lowest income groups, 

URBAN REDEVELOPMENT. 

The redevelopment of the cen- 
tral areas of our cities, now too 
often blighted and decaying, is 
of primary importance for our 
housing program. Housing does 
not exist in a vacuum, In plan- 
ning residential areas, consider- 
ation must be given to such 
items as transportation, shop- 
ping centers, schools and play- 
grounds, Some sections of our 
cities must be replanned and re- 
built to be fit places for modern 


it possible for the 
cities to start this work and to 
encourage participation by private 
capital, we should now make ade- 
quate provision for a program to 
assist in the elimination of slums 
and blighted areas. The task of 
assembling and clearing land in 
these areas and making it ready 
for rebuilding is great, and the 
need is urgent. The costs will be 
beyond the financial means of 
most cities. I recommend the en- 
actment of legislation to give fed- 
eral assistance, to be combined 
with local resources, to permit the 
assembly and clearance of land in 
such areas. Federal aid for this 
purpose ig one of the features of 
the comprehensive housing legisla- 
tion which I have previously rec- 
ommended. 

While major expenditures of this 
type should be deferred at present, 
I recommend that the Congress 
now authorize the housing and 
home-finance agency to enter into 
the necessary financial arrange- 
ments so that cities may proceed 


with their plans and be ready to 
undertake their projects as rap- 
idly as economic conditions and 
local situations permit. 
CONCLUSION. 

The program of action I have 
recommended is designed to meet 
the immediate housing needs of 
the nation and at the same time 
to lay a sound basis for the years 
ahead, It is a comprehensive pro- 
gram, each part of which is nec- 
essary. 

Many of the proposals which I 
have recommended are contained 
in housing legislation which has 
long been before the Congress. 
These proposals have received 
long study by many committees 
of the Congress. In recent months 
the other proposals that I have 
here made, as well, have been 
carefully studied and their need 
demonstrated. The way has there- 
fore been paved for speedy action 
on the entire housing program 
that I here recommend and most 
of which I have recommended be- 
fore. . 

Unfortunately, some of the 
elements of this comprehensive 
housing program which are 
most urgently needed—such as 
the provision of publicly aided 
low-rent housing — have Deen 
subject to opposition based upon 

- unfounded fears and upon errors 
about the facts. These elements 
of the program should not be 
put aside. Such action would 
result in a fragmentary housing 
program which would not meet 
the needs of the American peo- 
ple. 

In the past, we have pro- 
ceeded separately on short-range 
and long-range proposals. Now 
we must recognize the need for 
shaping the long and short-range 
legislation with reference to 
each other. We must adopt them 
together so that they may work 
together. We must make orderly 
progress, not a staggering uncer- 
tain series of starts and halts. 

We have learned much in the 
last decade about the ways to 
meet the housing needs of our 
great nation. We should now 
act on this knowledge through 
far-sighted legislation by the 
Government and far-sighted 
planning by all who work in the 
building idnustry:

The Northwestern National Life 
Insurance Co. said a study re- 
vealed that poultry, eggs, potatoes, 
oranges, canned fruit juices, some 
canned fruits and vegetables, pre- 
serves and jellies “have all had 
little private recessions of their 
own during the past year.” 

“By the end of 1947, the prices 
of most of these items had either 
leveled off or were actually below 
the levels of a year previous,” the 
bureau reported, 

It said the picture has also im- 
proved in the manufactured goods 
line. The supply of small radios 
has overtaken demand, “with 
prices tobogganing in many 
cities,” and supplies of large ra- 
dios, washing machines, stoves 


and home deep-freeze units are 
“very close to current demand.” 

It said that even among automo- 
biles some higher-priced models 
can be purchased without waiting.

The St. Louis metropolitan dis- 
trict ranks seventh in the coun- 
try in building rate for dwelling 
units in 1947, outstripping 15 other 


communities, Roy Wenzlick, real 
estate analyst, asserted in a study 
made public today. 

The metropolitan district in- 
cludes the City of St. Louis, St. 
Louis county, part of St. Charles 
county, and sections of the IIIi- 
nois counties of St. Clair, Madi- 
son and Monroe. 

Efforts are being made for slum 
clearance and construction of low- 
rental housing within the city lim- 
its, where the rate of residential 
building last year was below that 
in all other large cities. 

The city’s poor showing was em- 
phasized in a report issued two 
weeks ago by George C. Smith, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Wenzlick said the St. 
Louis housing record was much 
better if based on building in the 
metropolitan district as a whole 
rather than in the 61-square-mile 
city area alone. 

m the standpoint of property 
not needing major repairs, he 
stated, the St. Louis metropolitan 
district ranks above Baltimore, 
Boston, Cincinnati, Houston, Kan- 
sas City, New Orleans, Pitts- 
burgh and the combined Scranton 
and Wilkes-Barre (Pa.) area. 

More than 30 per cent of the 
255,000 dwelling units in the city 
of St. Louis are without bath 
and fiush toilet, only five cities; 
all in the South, making a poorer 
showing in this respect, Smith 
reported last January following 
a study by the Housing Adminis- 
tration of the Census Bureau. 

But Wenzlick contended sani- 
tation here “is not quite so bad 
as some of the articles in the 
papers would indicate,” ‘reporting 
that the St. Louis metropolitan 
district shows up generally bet- 
ter than Houston, Kansas City, 
Minneapolis-St. Paul, New Or- 
leans and Pittsburgh. He termed 
this “slight consolation,” however, 
conceding that St. Louis has great 
room for improvement in the 
quality of its housing, even when 
the entire metropolitan district 
ig considered. : 

22 Districts Studied. 

Wenzlick made a comparative 
study of 1947 residential building 
in the 22 metropolitan districts 
which the Census Bureau in 1940 
credited with a population of 
more than 500,000. He gave data 
on bi@iding permits issued for 
dwellings, listing the metropolitan

“In contrast to the 802 dwellin 
units mentioned in previous news- 
paper publicity as the amount of 
building in 1947 in St. Louis, it 
will be seen that when the suburbs 
are included we actually started 
7051 units,” Wenzlick said, adding, 
“There is nothing to be ashamed 
of in our (building) rate in com- 
parison with other large communi- 
ties; in fact, many of these com- 
munities would look with envy 
on our record.” 

- Reclassification of Rooms. 

In this connection, Wenzlick 
said certain units here which in 
1940 were classified as rooms in 
rooming houses, were reclassified 
in 1946 as separate dwelling units, 
and if the rooms did not have run- | 
ning water ally, the fact 
that water was available in the 
building did not affect the 1946 
classification as waterless. The 
same applied to toilets. 

“However, even with all allow- 
ances, the quality of St. Louis’s 
housing is not good,” he asserted. 

Because the city limits of St. 
Louis have not not changed for 
72 years, only the older sections 
are within these limits, he pointed 
out, whereas Los Angeles, for ex-

Ib DEATH; CAUGHT 
IN ROOMS BY FIRE 


12 Firemen, Chaplain 
Overcome Trying in 
Rescue Efforts at Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 23 
(AP)—Six persons in one family— 
four of them children—perished 
early today when flames swept 
their 16-room house on fashion- 
able Brewster street. 

Police identified the dead as: 
H. Alan Gregg, 40 years old, a 
Harvard graduate of 1935; his 
wife, Ann, and their four chil- 


dren—Susan, 9; H. Alan Jr., 8; 
Peter, 3, and Thomas, 10 months 
old, 

The only one to escape the fire 
of the rambling three-story wooden 
house was the family maid, Edna 
Roper, 29. She was injured critic- 
ally, firemen said, when she ap- 
parently toppled through a second- 
story window in trying to open 
it. 

Twelve firemen and the depart- 
ment's fire chaplain, the Rev. 
Thomas Tierney, were overcome 
attempting to rescue the trapped 
family. 

„The fire started on the first 
floor,” Deputy Chief Henry Kil- 
foyle said, “and went up a stair- 
way to the third floor. 

“By the time we got there, the 
whole house was enveloped in 
flames. We had to enter through 
a second floor window.” 


All six members of the Gregg 
family were found burned to 
death in their second-floor bed- 
rooms. 


Father Tierney made his way 
up the flaming stairways and car- 
ried out Gregg. Just after ad- 
ministering the last rites of the 
Catholic Church in an ambulance, 
the priest collapsed and was taken 
to Mount Auburn Hospital. 


Eight firemen were kept at the 
Cambridge City Hospital after 
treatment. None is in serious con- 
dition. Several others were treat- 
ed for injuries at the scene. 

For Cambridge firemen, it was 
a weary night. Most of them were 
fighting a blaze in a block of 
business buildings when some had 
to be diverted to the Brewster 
street fire. 


INFANT BURNS T0 DEATH 
BEFORE MOTHER SEES IT 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23 (UP)—An 
8-hour-old old baby burned to 
death yesterday in a hospital bed 
before the mother had seen it.

23 (AP)—Miss Wilhelmina Busch, 
daughter of the late Adolphus 
Busch, St. Louis brewer, was mar- 
ried yesterday in her ancient cas- 
tle to Sam Woods, United States 
consul in Munich, She is 64 years 
old.

-The answer is twofold. First, 
the U.N. could in fact hardly be 
worse off if Russia did so. Second, 
it is unlikely to do so, Long before 
the Charter was drafted, Russia 
had made up its mind to embark 
upon a policy of expansion, which 
closely resembles that of Hitler. 
Two courses were therefore open: 
either to go into the organization 
and wreck it from inside, or else 
to stay outside and run the risk 
of censure or sanctions. 

Naturally, Russia chose the 
first, and will probably stay in the 
organization so long as there is 
any prospect of impeding it. 


Must Proceed Despite Russia. 
Moreover, mere force of circum. 
stances is already impelling us to 
proceed in spite of Russian op- 
position. Thus, despite all Rus- 
sian objections, the French have 
implemented their desires in re- 
gard to the economic integration 
of the Baar with France. 

We shall necessarily be driven 
to the same course in regard to 
the drafting of the treaty with 
Japan. Eleven nations took part 
in the war against Japan, and 
among them Russia was not only 
the latest arrival, but was ex- 
orbitantly overpaid for a week's 
easy work. 

No part of the settlement re- 
flects more discredit on British- 
American statesmanship, which 
was indeed in this instance an 
easy and immoral dupe. Russia 
now has the impudence to de- 
mand that all the minor powers 
should be treated with the same 
autocratic and monopolistic exch- 
siveness Ruasia displayed toward

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CORPORATE FAILURES INCREASE

PRING is not simultaneous in the United States, 
there’ll be the crack of baseball bats down south, but the season 
won't officially open until April.

Not so up 
north. Yet there's one g3pect of spring tLat's everywhere ia the 
United States at once: March 15 and taxes, 


And what a March 15 this is. 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
will collect more taxes this March 
than Secretary Morgenthau did in 
the entire year of 1939. Result: 
Impoverishment of bank accounts 
of corporations and individuals, 
of big shots and little shots. This 
is a new factor—a seasonal factor 
—in the investment and business 
climate in the United States. And 
it’s depressing. 

Adds to the Jitters. 

When bank accounts dwindle, 
men and women are prone to buy 
less. And corporations are often 
forced to borrow from banks to 
meet their tax obligations. So 
they’re apt to withhold orders and 
to curtail commitments. Business 
men and economists will have to 
take this into their reckoning of 
spring trends in the future, Cer- 
tainly, economists will. 

No wonder people were fjit- 
tery when the break in com- 
modity prices occurred, They 
were feeling low anyway; they 
had paid part of their taxes or 
were making preliminary esti- 
mates of what they’d have to 
pay. Indeed, some speculators 
may have sold out just to ralse 
tax money. 

Thus the spring tax load 
squeezes the nation’s commercial 
banks. As people pay taxes, they 
make out checks to the Treasury. 
These checks the Treasury de- 
posits with the Federal Reserve 
Banks. The effect is to reduce 
the deposits (reserves) of commer- 
cial banks with the Reserve 
Banks. 

Real Estate Rates Up, 

That's why banks have been 
selling government bonds. They've 
had to rebuild their deposits with 
the reserve banks to comply 
with legal requirements, It also 
explains why the Federal Reserve 
Board lowered its price peg on 
government bonds the day before 
Christmas. The reserve could see 
the squeeze and the heavy sell- 
ing--coming. So why pay high? 

Consequence: It's hard to get 
4 per cent real estate money any 
more. Builders have had to go up 
to 4% per cent in many cases, 
That adds to the purchaser's 
carrying charges and monthly 
payments. The reason is clear 
enough. Yields on corporate and 
other bonds have increased sub- 
stantially. Banks and insurance 
companies won't take mortgages 
unless they can get favorable dif- 
ferentials in returns. Here’s what 
has happened to long-term bond 
yields in the last six months: 
Long-Term Bonds. 
Govern- Munici- High Grade 
ments, pals. Corporates, 
Aug. 2.24% 1.98% 2.51 
Nov. 2.36 2.18 2.75 
Today 2.45 2.54 2.85 
Failures Show Upturn. 

The money squeeze shows up 
where it really hurts. Business 
failures are higher than at any 
time since January 1943, and 88 
per cent ahead of last year. True, 


they’re low relative to prewar, but 
they're rising. And that’s a sig- 
nal of harder going. Many G.L’s 
who started small businesses in 
high hopes after VJ-day are dis- 
covering that manufacturers and 
wholesalers will ne longer carry 
them. That’s because sales have 
stopped increasing but costs 
haven’t. 8 

Big businesses are suffering, 
too. But they're strong enough 
to stave off the sheriff. I have 
just surveyed the 1947 reports 
of 293 large companies. Of 
those, 80 showed a decline in 
profits relative to last year. In 
almost all these cases, the com- 
plaint was the same: Sales rose, 
yes, but costs rose faster. 

Over-all, of course, profits are 
good. The companies that did 
better than last year (in my sur- 
vey) showed a 50 per cent in- 
crease over 1946. Those that fared 
worse registered a drop of 18 per 
cent and still had nice profits 
compared with prewar. And the 
total sample showed a year-to- 
year gain of 26 per cent. None the 
less, the companies that are not 
doing as well undoubtedly will 
curtail their plans and expenses. 
After March 15, the money mar- 
kets ought to loosen up. Big tax 
payments will have been made, 
corporations and individuals will 
find bank accounts becoming 
larger—through normal accretion. 
Banks may feel easier about mak- 
ing loans. So it must still be 
proved that current misgivings 
about business are more than a 
seasonal, psychological letdown. 
We'll get a good idea of what's 
what from building starts in 
March and April and in depart- 
ment store sales prior to Easter.

Billion Urged 
For All-Weather 
Plane Control 


Radio Technical Com- 
mittee Proposes Au- 
tomatic Systems, 
Other Safeguards. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 23 (UP). 


HE radio technical commission 

for aeronautics yesterday pro- 

posed a 31, 113,000,000 outlay 
over 15 years to install electronic 
devices for automatic control of 
civil and military air traffic in all 
weather conditions, 

Developed at request of the 
President's Air Co-ordinating 
Committee, the substance of the 
proposals has been given the joint 
congressional aviation policy 
board and may be recommended 
in in that group’s report on 
air cy, to be published on 
March 1. 

The commission found present 
facilities for controlling air traf- 
fic woefully inadequate. Its pro- 
posed cure, staggering in its di- 
mensions, is probably the most 
important work of its kind in 
aeronautical history. 

Two-Phase Program. 

The program is in two phases, 
the first to be completed by 1953, 
and the second by 1963. 

The first phase provides for a 
full development of air traffic con- 
trol and navigation devices now 
being installed by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration. These in- 
clude instrument landing systems 
(ILS), ground control approach 
(GCA or radar talk-down) high 
intensity lighting at runway ap- 
proaches; heat dispersal of fog; 
very high frequency radio ranges 
to replace the present low fre- 
quency ranges and the omni- 
directional range. 

The second phase would carry 
this work on to a highly complex - 
system of air traffic eontrol which 
would have the effect of creating 
the equivalent of railroads in the 
sky. Much of the equipment for 
this phase still is to be de 
veloped. 

System of Alr Tracks. 

At the end of 15 years, under 
the proposal, the nation would be 
blanketed with air “tracks” ex- 
tending up to 20,000 feet. Every 
plane moving along these tracks 
would be visible, regardless of 
weather, to ground-based radar 
machinery dotting the 3 at 
specified control areas. m- 
municatitons would be relayed by 
automatic means as well as by 
voice. 

There would be high-speed air 
lanes for express traffic, entrance 
lanes, crossroads, climbing and 
descending points and emergency 
routes. There would be no wait-

A Coup for Prague? 


President Benes’ continued refusal over the 
weekend to accept an all-Communist cabinet is 
one of the few bright spots in a darkening Czech- 
oslovakia. 

The invasion of the National Socialist party's 
offices in Prague by the Communist-dominated 
security police, the arrest of opposition leaders 
and the clamping-down on travel privileges, are 
new dark spots, indicating the crude violence to 
which the Communists are ready to resort if 


. diplomatic measures fail. 


Free Czechoslovakia is valiantly resisting Rus- 
sia’s efforts to puppetize it, but if the opera- 
tion which is in progress comes off, that state 


Will have been taken over by a coup as unscrupu- 


lous and as final as the one by which Ferenc 
Nagy's government in Hungary was captured last 
year. | 

e immediate point at issue is whether the 
Minister of the Interior, a Communist, shall go 
ahead with his order firing eight district super- 
visors of the security police because they are 
not Communists. What is the Communists’ ob- 
jective in this maneuver? 

For the answer, take a look at what happened 
in the Bruenn provincial police district. The 
Communist party ordered the police there to 
keep all members of the People’s Front- the 
union of all other parties in opposition to the 
Communists—under surveillance and to use any 
possible means to remove them” from the Peo- 
ple’s Front before the parliamentary elections 
which Czechoslovakia hopes to hold some time 
in the next few months. The Bruenn provincial 
police responded by issuing orders that a police 
officer -must be present at all public meetings 
and will charge “verbal crime” to anyone who 
utters “a punishable statement.” 

The Communist purpose is plain. It is to com- 
plete the Communization of the security police, 
so that the entire organization will be as trac- 
table as was the Bruenn district in taking orders 
from the Kremlin. The security police’s role 
then would be to intimidate the opposition, rig 
the election, and enable the Communist party to 
take over Parliament by a “free, democratic” 
vote of the people. 

At present, the Communists have only 38 per 
cent of the seats in Parliament and cannot move 
without the Socialists’ votes. Parliament can 
still, as it did on Feb. 13, call on the Minister of 
the Interior to atcount for the political activities 
of his police. But if the Communists can win the 


coming election, Czechoslovakia will be, like the 


present Soviet satellites in Eastern Europe, a 


Communist police state, in which opposition 


will be punished by imprisonment or death.

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Call for Acetylsalicylic Acid 


There being so many things in the current 
world that are not easily understandable, it is 
comforting to run across the report that con- 
sumption of acetylsalicylic acid—or aspirin—has 
almost doubled since 1939 and almost quadrup- 
led since 1929.

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Higher Steel Prices 


Why should steel prices be given yet another 
boost just after a year which saw a phenomenal 
increase in the profits of the steel companies? 
To find the explanation of this paradox, the Joint 
Congressional Economic Committee will ques- 
tion leaders of the steel industry Thursday, 

The price increases will be felt in 60 per cent 
of the finished products which Americans con- 
sume—automobiles, refrigerators, washing ma- 
chines and thousands of other things. When it 
is pyramided by the processors, the increase in 
the cost of steel will give a definite fillip to the 
inflation spiral. 

In 1946, according to National City Bank of 
New York, the steel industry earned a whopping 
12 per cent profit on its investment. In 1947 
profits were far higher. Last year United States 
Steel made $126,700,000 after taxes—up 43 per 
cent from 1946, Jones and Laughlin's net was 
up 106 per cent, Republic also more than dou- 
bled its net profit. Other companies showed at- 
tractive increases. 

In spite of this, the managers of steel have 
upped prices, giving labor an argument for ig- 
noring the downward trend in food prices and 
pressing for a third round of wage increases. 

What use is to be made of the increased 
profits? Will steel use the new profits to meet 
the challenge of increased capacity, pledging a 
new program of blast-furnace and open-hearth 
construction? | : 

Not at all. The backward-looking American 
Iron and Steel Institute will still advertise a 
“billion-dollar expansion program.” But that pro- 
gram is a delusion. In the current Harper's, 
Harold Ruttenberg, vice-president of the Ports- 
mouth Steel Corp. and assistant director of the 
steel division of WPB during the war, says: 


The program is a phony because (1) it is 
largely devoted to rounding out finishing 
facilities; (2) when complete it will still leave 
us close to 10,000,000 tons below the needed 
annual capacity of 100,000,000 tons; and (3) 
it was under way last spring when the In- 
stitute publicly argued against steel ex- 
pansion. 


Big Steel yearns for public good will. That 
is clear from the amount it is spending in public 
relations advertising. But to earn this good 
will, it is unwilling either to hold the price line 
or to engage in the expansion necessary to meet 
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the maximum needs for steel, for peace or war. 
What steel needs is some leaders who can give 
meaning to the phrase “industrial statesman- 


ship.” 


More Dollars for China 


Sometimes American foreign policy seems to 
be based on the principle of not letting the left 
hand know what the right is doing. Almost im- 
mediately after J. Leighton Stuart, United States 
Ambassador in Nanking, called for a revolt 
against the corruption and incompetence in the 
Chinese Government, Secretary of State Mar- 
shall went before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee to second President Truman’s new 
$570,000,000 aid program, which would help to 
keep that element in power. 

As if this had not added enough contradiction 
to a classic of contradiction, Ambassador Stuart 
followed up his message with an appeal for a 
renewal of negotiations between the Kuomintang 
and the Chinese Communists whose armies now 
are besieging Mukden, Manchuria’s big industrial 
prize. Since this formula failed when the Na- 
tionalists still held the upper hand, it is doubt- 
ful whether it will work any better now that 
the fortunes of war have shifted. Still, Mr. 
Stuart believes that, if tried; it might bring the 
moderates to the fore. 

At almost the same time, the State Depart- 
ment said that individual Chinese have sent at 
least $500,000,000 to the United States for safe- 
keeping. Some of those involved have close con- 
nections with Nanking. The Department ad- 
mitted, however, that it had not been able to 
locate this money. If it could be found, it cer- 
tainly would cut the need for further American 
credits. And if not found, it leaves the ugly 
suspicion that some of the additional dollars sent 
to China might also find their way back to this 
country as part of private hoards. But the Ad- 
ministration, if somewhat reluctantly, recom- 
mends its new assistance plan. 

Washington is concerned about Communist 
successes in China. There is growing pressure 
in Congress for giving additional help to the 


Chiang Kai-shek regime, and the Administration . 


may well have made its request to head off an 
even larger appropriation. Yet Ambassador 
Stuart said that no amount of American material 
assistance or skilled American technical advisers 
could bring political stability and economic re- 
covery to China. 

A certain misgiving also could be detected be- 
tween the lines of Secretary Marshall’s state- 
ment. He emphasized that the United States 
should not “by its actions be put in the position 
of being charged with a direct responsibility for 
the conduct of the Chinese Government and its 
political, economic and military affairs.” He 
urged only short-term aid to give the hard- 
pressed Nanking regime “breathing space.” And 
he opposed the military support suggested by 
some Republicans. 

In this respect, the Secretary was in full ac- 
cord with Ambassador Stuart who believes that 
Chinese salvation is up to the Chinese, In Nan- 
king, Mr. Stuart urged students and intellectuals 
to lead the common people in a movement for 
the reform of the Government. 

Such a program, avoiding the extremes of 
right and left, certainly would be worth Ameri- 
can support. But the Ambassador was forced to 
confess that he and Gen. Marshall had tried in 
vain to encourage such action. His message was 
one more personal appeal to reverse the present 
trend. But will those to whom it is addressed 
be any more willing or able to do now what 
would have been so much easier a year ago? 

An until such an effort is made and meets 
with a measure of success, can there be any 
point in sending more money to China? Or are 
there those in Washington who really believe 
that the dollar is almighty? 
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Forbidden and Burned“ 


BERLIN, Feb. 21 (AP)— The United States 
Military Government is printing 60,000 
copies of an anthology of books burned by 
the Nazis. The volume, called “Forbidden 
and Burned,” will be sold to Germans at a 
small price. 


On the night of May 10, 1933, literary bon- 
fires raged across Germany. Though recent in 
power, Hitler knew that the record of man’s 
search for peace, truth and dignity would sub- 
vert his purposes. The philosophy of Spinoza 
and poetry of Heine and mathematics of Ein- 
stein, gentle souls all, went to the flames because 
the authors were scapegoat Jews. Voltaire, who 
mocked Nazi bread-and-circuses 150 years before 
Hitler staged them, was among the Verboten 
ones. Schiller, the lover of liberty, was there; 
his wine was too strong for slaves being taught 
they were Herrenvolk. Many others, a most dis- 
tinguished company, were among the heretics. 

Goering boasted: “If what we have done here 
is lunacy, then lunacy becomes us.” It is wise 
and appropriate that a conqueror of Germany 
gives new coinage to the humane ideas that Ger- 
mans tried to burn to death. It will take more 
than ideas to cure Germany. Access to ideas did 
not keep Germany from falling sick. But ideas, 
as Hitler well knew, are weapons. As slave- 
ideas helped him enslave men, so the heresies 
he burned still have a power to help liberate 
men, 
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A Crisis in Education 

‘Only 10,005 elementary teachers will be grad- 

vated in the United States this year, according 

the National Education Association’s count. 
Adding the candidates with less than college de- 
grees brings the number to 18,280, or only about 
one fifteenth of the need for new teachers. 

The acute teacher shortage came with full em- 
ployment. Thousands quit for what seemed more 
attractive careers. Those who stayed in teach- 
ing displayed a new independence. Today, in 
spite of emergency reductions in the standards of 
admission, the shortage is a quiet national crisis. 

Elementary teachers’ salaries “must be at 
least doubled,” says Ralph McDonald, executive 
secretary of the N. E. A. commission on teacher 
training, “the frightful teaching load must be 
reduced, and conditions surrounding elementary 
teaching must be made more attractive.” To 
ask for doubled salaries may be too ambitious 
but generous raises are needed in many school 
systems. Too many still do not grant their 
teachers the inviolate private lives ‘enjoyed by 
other Americans. It is time, too, for drastic re- 
forms in a scheme of teacher training that dis- 
courages many qualified persons by a deadening 
over-emphasis on “methods” at the expense of 
“content.” 

Teacher shortage cuts away a birthright of 
American youth, weakens a primary source of 
the nation’s strength and spirit. This is obvious 
but the obvious cannot be said too often until 
the crisis is met and overcome.

Hitlerism was the result of Germany's failure to control gang- 
sterism, says report; it warns of the spread of Chicago's Capone 
syndicate to other parts of the country; part of Paul Dillon, St. 
Louis lawyer, in parole of members is. cited; officials fight back.

Arnold J, Toynbee has pointed out that 
the Nazi criminals of prewar Germany 
were not a new creation, They were merely 
representatives of “an element that exists 
in every community in all places and times, 
but in healthy communities, is kept out of 
mischief by the normal working of a civil- 
ized social system.” 


The so-called Capone syndicate, which 
became entrenched and grew to political 
power in Chicago and Cook county under 
Mayor William Hale Thompson, has gradu- 
ally spread throughout the entire United 
States. The political impact of this gang 
has been tremendous. 


About three years ago the syndicate de- 
cided to take over the lucrative Continental 
Press Service which 
engaged in the dis- 
semination of racing 
information to hand- 
books. In 1946, the 
syndicate established 
a rival wire service 
under the name of 
the Trans-American 
Publishing and News 
Service, Inc. Some 
of the important in- 
dividuals in its op- 
eration were Murray 
Humphries, Jack 
Guzik and Tony Ac- 
cardo. 


In Chicago, James 
M. Ragen, the general 
manager of the Continental Press Service, 
was intimidated. He rushed to the police 
and to the state’s attorney for assistance. 
On June 24, 1946, he was ambushed and 
shot. He died several weeks later, The 
case is still officially unsolved. 

The West Coast representative for the 
Capone syndicate’s Trans-American wire 
service was the gangster, Benjamin 
“Bugsy” Siegel, head man of the Flamingo 
Club gambling establishment in Las Vegas, 
Nev, Siegel had been closely associated 
with Frank Costello of New York, 


As representative for the Capone syndi- 
cate, Siegel established the Trans-American 
wire service in handbooks through typical 
gangster intimidating tactics. In June 1947 
a conference was held in Siegel’s Flamingo 
Club concerning the wire service setup on 
the West Coast. Four days later, June 20, 
1947, shortly before midnight, a gunman 
fired four shots through a window into his 
body as he sat reading a newspaper in the 
living room of a Beverly Hills home.

“We Own Politicians” 


Siegel naturally had developed a practical 
political philosophy. He expressed this to 
an associate only a few months before his 
death. This associate aspired to run for 
political office in Las Vegas. Bugsy ob- 
jected, saying: “We don’t run for public 
office, we own the politicians.” 


On the East Coast, Frank Costello reigns 
supreme. Although arrested, indicted and 
tried on several occasions, he has been con- 
victed only once. That mar on his record 
occurred over 30 years ago for carrying a 
gun, Prior to the slaying in New York of 
Arnold Rothstein in 1928, Costello had been 
closely associated with this “master mind” 
of the underworld. Rothstein had powerful 
political connections, including the Tam- 
many Hall leader, James J. Hines, who was 
subsequently one of Costello's allies, 


An important Rothstein lieutenant, 
Dandy Phil Kastel, ex-convict with a long, 


shady record, figured very prominently in 


the arrangement whereby Costello, through 
an alliance with the late political dictator 
of Louisiana, Huey P. Long, became the 
slot machine king of New Orleans about 
1934. In the present contest for Governor 
in Louisiana, it has been charged that the 
Costello organization made large funds 
available to its favorite candidate, 


In 1943, syndicate gambling ran wide- 
open in Chicago and Cook county. The 


results of investigations by the Chicago 
Crime Commission concerning two syndi- 
cate establishments were made available to 
a Cook county grand jury. Rocco Fischetti 
and other syndicate hoodlums thereupon 
transferred their attention to Lake county, 
III., notorious for its wide-open activities. 


Recently, as a result of a grand jury in- 
vestigation and public indignation, the es- 
tablishments in Lake county were closed. 
Rocco Fischetti and others were indicted. 
They promptly moved back into Cook 
county. A few days ago Rocco Fischetti 
appeared in Lake county to furnish bail. 
Then he hurriedly departed by plane for 
Florida on business, 


Paul Dillon’s Role 


Some of the most elaborate gambling es- 
tablishments in the United States are lo- 
cated in Broward county, Fla. There 
Fischetti and other Chicago hoodlums are 
working with the Costello organization, 


A large amount of revenue, obtained by 
the gangster element from illegal sources, 
has been invested in legitimate enterprises. 
In several instances the control of million- 
dollar industries has become vested in 
hoodlums, Gangster tactics have naturally 
been employed in the conduct of many 
phases of such businesses. 


On Dec. 22, 1943, a federal grand jury in 
New York convicted six members of the 
gang of extorting a million dollars from the 
moving picture industry. They received 10- 
year sentences. Some of the imprisoned 
members of the gang, committed to the At- 
lanta Penitentiary, desired a transfer to 
Leavenworth. The Atlanta warden warned 
that in his opinion money was being of- 
fered to further the prisoners’ request. In 
May 1945 a St. Louls attorney, Paul Dillion, 
visited Bureau of Prisons officials, Dillon 
had been prominently connected with poli- 
tics. Several years ago he was a campaign 
manager for the President when he was 
running for the United States Senate. 


Two weeks after Dillon’s Washington 
visit, Louis Campagna and Paul: DeLucia, 
also known as Paul Ricca, were transferred 
to Leavenworth. 


Chicago Fights Back 


Early in August 1947, Dillon visited pa- 
role officials in Washington, urging paroles 
for four Capone mobsters, A few days 
later, on Aug, 13, after serving the mini- 
mum time on a 10-year sentence, Paul De- 
Lucia, alias Paul Ricca, Louis Campagna, 
Charles Gioe and Philip D’Andrea were 
paroled. And the parole of these public 
enemies was so urgent that their release 
was rushed through before it was possible 
to complete the usual pre-parole investiga- 
tion. This could happen only because these 
hoodlums represent power—political power. 


Gambling operations have constituted the 
life-blood of Chicago’s organized gangs. In 
recent months, this type of activity has 
been reduced to a low level. This is the be- 
ginning of a major achievement in driving 
the syndicate out of Chicago. 


In other sections of the country there are 
healthy signs. In New Orleans a new lead- 
ership has arisen, In Miami, the city man- 
ager and mayor have inaugurated drives 
against gambling and other rackets. In 
Minnesota, Gov. Youngdahl has waged a 
fight against the same interests. On the 
West Coast, Gov. Warren has created a 
Commission on Organized Crime. These 
are only a few of many examples of leader- 
ship exerted against organized crime.

IN FORCED TRAINING, 


EDUCATORS SAY 


Other Means Should Be 
Sought, Statement by Coun- 
cil Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP)-— 
The American Council on Educa- 
tion said yesterday that “nearly 
three educators in four oppose uni- 
versal military training.” It re- 
ported this on the basis of a ques- 
tionnaire to which 3600 replied. 

“Seventy-three per cent,” said 
the council, “do not regard uni- 
versal military training as an es- 
sential to national security.” It 
continued: 

Seven out of 10 believe “there 
are measures for national security 
that would provide military secur- 
ity without universal training. 

“Sixty-four per cent of those 
replying stated that they thought 
our country would be lulled into 
a feeling of false security were 
universal military training put 
into effect.” 

The American Council on Edu- 


cation is a non-profit, private as- 


sociation of the nation’s colleges 
and universities. It is headed by 
Dr. George F. Zook and has head- 
quarters here. 

Pending legislation for universal 
military training is in the hands 
of the House Rules Committee, 
which has refused to send it to 
the floor for a vote. : 

The committee's stand was in- 
dorsed today by the National 
Council Against Conscription, It 
issued a statement over the names 
of 10 college heads asking that 
the bill be held up pending a 
closer study of total military 
needs.

7 STATES WILL BAR 
NEW OIL RIGHTS TO 
U.S., ARAB DECLARES 


CAIRO, Feb, 2³ (UP) —All seven 
countries of the Arab League have 


agreed to refuse further oll con- 
cessions to the United States and 
other countries supporting the 
partition of Palestine, according to 
an announcement by league secre- 
tary Abdul Rahman Azzam Pasha. 

Arab states which already have 
granted concessions to countries 
supporting partition have prom- 
ised to “reconsider these conces- 
sions when necessary,” he said. 

Azzam Pasha said the agree- 
ment was reached at meetings of 
the league’s political committée 
here, League members also have 
agreed to refuse rights for pipe- 
line construction to any companies 
belonging to partition nations. 

The announcement apparently 
doomed United States efforts to 
obtain rights to a pipeline from 
Saudi Arabia to the Mediterrane- 
an. Syria has refused to ratify 
such an agreement, and it is un- 
derstood the only other feasible 
route is across the Sinai Peninsula 
of Egypt. 

The Arab League states are 
Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, Saudi 
Arabia, Trans-Jordan, Iraq and 
Yemen.

Governors and Aids Urge 
Quitclaim Bill, but 
Dodge Questioning by 
Donnell.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 — A 
powerful new effort to push tide- 
lands quitclaim legislation through 
Congress was launched today with 
the opening of public hearings on 
the measure by the Senate judi- 
ciary subcommittee. 

A parade of Governors and state 
Attorneys General began appear- 
ing before the committee in sup- 
port of Senate bill 1988, which 
would reverse the Supreme Court 
decision of last year, in which the 
court specificially held that Cali- 
fornia is not the owner of the 
submerged lands along its coastal 
belt and vested paramount rights 
of dominion in the Federal Gov- 
ernment, 

In preceding years the pro- 
ponents of the quitclaim bills 
based much of their argument on 
the contention that the Supreme 
Court had ruled on the issue 52 
times, in favor of state ownership. 
It was a foregone conclusion, they 
said, that the final ruling would 
be the same; therefore Congress 
should act even before the deci- 
sion pending at the time. 

Issue Confused, They Say. 

Today, it became known as the 
hearings opened, these proponents 
contend that the Supreme Court’s 
decision confused the real issue 
of tidelands ownership more than 
ever, and that the wording of the 
ruling amounted to a virtual “in- 
vitation” to the Congress to set- 
tle the issue. 

The same old intemperate warn- 
ings were trundled out in behalf 
of state ownership; The Govern- 
ment, it was said, would seek to 
seize harbors, bays and coastal 
cities under the court decision. 
The annual hue and cry was 
raised about states’ rights. 

The proponents of the Dill 
moved along with clock-like pre- 
cision. As each witness took the 
chair, prepared statements were 
quickly handed out to the press 
tables, This smooth-running 
schedule, however, was inter- 
rupted by Senator Forrest C. 
Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, a mem- 
ber of the subcommittee, who 
sought to question at length some 
of the proponents, 

No one seemed anxious to tussle 
with Donnell. Gov. William Tuck 
of Virginia told Donnell that “I 
haven't given any study to the 
legal phases of the question,” and 
asked him to reserve his cross- 
examination for Virginia’s Attor- 
ney General. Attorney General 
Walter Johnson of Nebraska read 
a speech in the witness chair, but 
when Donnell sought to question 
him, Johnson also begged off, ex- 
plaining he would be available 
later. 

Some Answers by Texan. 

Donnell finally got Attorney 
General Price Daniel of Texas to 
submit to interrogation, but after 
a few minutes of rough going, in 
which Donnell shot a few legal 
questions at the Texan, this wit- 
ness, too, suddenly decided he 
had no right to delay the appear- 
ance of other proponents, and got 
Donnell’s permission to bow out, 
until later. 

Daniel, after some oral 
wriggling. had acknowledged 
under Donnell’s questioning that 
the high court’s ruling was legally 
binding, at least as to past issues, 
regardless of what Congress or 
the court may do in the future. 
“And,” pursued the Senator, “you 
are basing your entire argument 
in support of the quitclaim bill on 
past practice with respect to tide- 
lands?” 

That's true,“ said Daniel, “but, 
Senator, I’m wondering if you 
would turn me loose—if you would 
excuse me, as there are others 
here to be heard.” He was excused. 

With the exception of Donnell, 
the subcommittee members 
showed no disposition to question 
witnesses critically, Most of the 
committee, it appears, favors the 
quitclaim bill. The subcommittee 
chairman is Senator E. H. Moore, 
Oklahoma oil man and a co-spon- 
sor of the measure. Last week, in 
the same Senate Office Building 
caucus room, Moore presided at 
hearings of the Rizley bill, of 
which he also is co-author, and 
which, it is estimated would in- 
crease gas rates to consumers by 
$50,000,000 a year. 

Reviews Tidelands Fight. 
Johnson told the group it was 
considering “one of the most pro- 
found questions ever presented to 
Congress for inquiry.” He reviewed 
the entire tidelands ownership 
fight in recent years, adding that 
the recent Supreme Court deci- 
sion had not specifically stated 
that the United States is the own- 
er of submerged lands. “The de- 
cision,” he went on, “has had the 
effect of intensifying and bringing 
more confusion and uncertainty to 
the question of ownership.” 

Daniel, in his testimony, con- 
tended that both Attorney General 
Tom Clark and Secretary of the 
Interior J, A. Krug have “ruled” 
that no federal agency may exer- 
cise the “new theory of paramount 
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powers” under the court decision 
“until and unless Congress author- 


| izes it.”

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 23 (AP) 
~The 600 delegates, representing 
25,000 dues-paying members of 
Americans for Democratic Action 
in virtually every state at the 
first national convention, yester- 
day adopted a foreign policy that 
called for: 

1. Immediate congressional 
passage of the Marshall plan 

“as an indispensable first step 
to the establishment of peace.” 

2. Opposition to universal 
military training “at this time 
because we do not believe that 
its military value has been es- 
tablished.” 

3. The Unted States to press 
the United Nations for “imme- 
diate creation of an internation- 
al force to defend the Palestine 
settlement.” 

4. Strengthening of the U.N. 
and its eventual displacement by 
world government “with pow- 
ers adequate to prevent war.” 

5. Continuation of the United 
States reciprocal trade policy. 

6. Congressional passage of 
legislation providing for admis- 
sion to the United States of 
400,000 displaced persons. 

A.D.A. adopted a platform to- 
day urging the abolition of the 
House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities, The A. D. A. termed 
the committee “a proved threat 
to freedom on political opinion.” 

In its domestic policy platform, 
the organization headed by Wilson 
Wyatt, former housing expediter, 
announced it opposes all proposals 
to outlaw the Communist or any 
other political party. A. D. A. as- 
serted it favors registration of all 
Communists and disclosure of the 
sources of funds and backgrounds 
of active members. :

20 KILLED, 80 HURT 
AS SWISS SKI TRAIN 
SMASHES BUILDING 


WAEDENSWIL, Switzerland, 
Feb. 23 (UP)—At least 20 persons 
were killed and 80 injured yester- 
day when a special six-car ski 
train carrying 349 passengers went 
out of control on a steep hill and 
crashed through a three-story con- 
crete building: Only the rear wall 
of the building was left standing. 
The train, crammed with skiers, 
was running dowghill from Sam- 
stagern to Waedenswil when the 
brakes failed, The rate of the drop 
is 50 feet for each 1000 feet. 
Station officials at Waedenswil, 
noting that the train could not 
brake its speed, attempted to avert 
an accident by sidetracking the 
special at a freight siding. 

The ski train smashed through 


of the siding and crashed‘ into 
the three-story building beyond. 
The locomotive was buried under 
the debris of the building and the 
first four cars telescoped into it. 
Among the dead were 12 men 
and eight women, mostly young 
skiers. Only four of the injured 
were able to walk. The rest were 
taken to hospitals.

JEWISH LEADERS 


LAUNCH $250,000,000 
OVERSEAS AID DRIVE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP)—- 
A campaign for $250,000,000—called 
the largest in the history of volun- 
tary philanthropy here—was 
launched yesterday by 350 Jewish 
leaders for Palestine, refugees and 
needs overseas, 

Henry Morgenthau Jr., general 
chairman of the United Jewish 
Appeal, announced that an emer- 
gency $50,000,000 will be raised in 
10 days. 

Attorney General Tom Clark, 
addressing the conference opening 
the drive, praised it as a “cam- 
paign of peace.” 

Noting that $150,000,000 is in- 
tended for Palestine, he called it 
an investment in world peace. He 
likened the new Jewish state to 
the founding of our republic. He 
predicted that “those who suffer 
in Palestine shall come through in 
just the same way that those 
Americans did.” 

Called a “destiny campaign,” the 
drive becomes a part of the world 
campaign “against totalitarianism, 
against Communism, against tyr- 
anny,” Clark said. 

“Your dollars walk side by side 
with the Marshall plan dollars,” 
he said, “If they fail, no one’s 
dollars anywhere are worth any- 
thing.” 

T. O. Thackrey, editor of the 
New York Post, said the “gigantic 
need” dwarfs the $250,000,000 
sought. He called on Jews and 
non-Jews to give.

Premier Joseph Stalin has stopped 
buying drinks for Norman E. 
Hyams and his friends. 


Hyams, a Navy veteran credited 
with knocking down eight Nazi 
planes on the Murmansk convoy 
run during the war, was awarded 
the Russian Order of Glory, third 
class—and a grant of $48.21 a year. 

But glory's path, Russian style, 
ended several weeks ago, Hyams 
disclosed today. The Russian Gov- 
ernment notified him and other 
Americans similarly honored that 
their payments were cut off. 

“Whenever I'd collect, I'd take 
the boys out,” Hyams said. “Every- 
body enjoyed having a few on 
Joe,” 

Hyams said his gang started 
yelling, “Where's our party on Joe 
Stalin?” when the pension ended. 

He went to the Russian consu- 
late and was told the reason: 

“Orders from Moscow.” 


INQUIRY INTO DEATH OF MAN 
IN CELL AT CITY WORKHOUSE 


An investigation is being con- 
ducted by the Coroner's office in 
the death of Edward Thurman, a 
welder of Bonne Terre, Mo., who 
was found dead yesterday in his 
cell at the City Workhouse. Dr. 
John Connor, Coroner’s physician, 
Ordered an analysis made or the 
stomach and lung contents, after 
he found a quantity of fluid in 
them which smelled strongly of 
paraldehyde, a sedative.

Hoffman said he did not believe 
Thurman’s death was due to the 
paraldehyde. 

Thurman, who was 33 years old, 
was sent to the Workhouse on 
Saturday after he was convicted 
in police court of belng drunk on 
the street and was unable to pay 
a $25 fine. A cellmate attempted 
to rouse him about 9:30 a.m. yes- 
terday, but was unable to do so 
and summoned Warden Clarence 
Weismantle. Weismantle called 
police, who took the body to the 
morgue,

He Appreciates the Glories of Freedom 


Dr. Leo Baeck, Figure in World Jewry, Spent Long Stretch in Concentration Camp

New York, Feb. 23. 

R. LEO BAECK, President of 

the World Union for Progres- 

sive Judaism, sat on the edge 
of his chair in a sunny suite in a 
New York hotel and talked of the 
glories of being able to walk freely 
in New York’s Central Park. 

Perhaps few people in the 
United States can appreciate free- 
dom as Dr. Baeck can. One time 
chief rabbi of Berlin, Dr. Baeck 
spent more than two and a half 

in a Nazi concentration camp 
and saw countless Jews killed or 
starved to death. Among these 
were four of his own sisters, who 
perished from starvation and two 
brothers, deported to Poland and 
never again heard from. 

“I was up at six o'clock this 
morning to walk in the park,” Dr. 
Baeck, who at 75 ig making a 
nation-wide tour of the United 
States under the auspices of the 
Union of America Hebrew Con- 
gregations, told this reporter. It 
was wonderful, There was no one 
in the k at that time of the 
morning. I felt the freedom that 
is so symbolic of your country.” 

In appearance, Dr. Baeck is all 
of his 75 years. But when he 
talks, it ig with the force of a 
young man, and his fine, dark 
eyes are in sharp contrast to the 
snowy whiteness of his beard. And 
in both his voice and his eyes 
it is easy to read the dynamic 
faith that sustained him through 
his years in prison camp and mad 
him the great hope of the th6u- 
sands upon thousands of Jews still 
languishing in displaced persons 
camps throughout Europe. 

Dr. Baeck's schedule of lectures 
in various Jewish communities 
throughout the United States 
amounts to what in the Protes- 
tant religion would be a revival 
tour. He is attempting to arouse 
the Jews of America to the need 
of a revitalized Judaism in the 
spirit of the founders of the 
Liberal Jewish movement. 

“In my long life, and particular- 
ly during the years of trial in a 
Nazi concentration camp, I 
learned how utterly dependent 
man is upon faith,” says this lead- 
er of German Jewry. “For 45,000 
Jews to live in a crowded bar- 
racks that were originally built 
for 3000 soldiers, to go hungry in 
a vermin-infested environment for 
over two years, is a triumph of 
faith above physical reality. With- 
out faith, without a religious phil- 
osophy to sustain us, we would 
have found it impossible to main- 
tain our sanity. Perhaps a human 
being doesn’t die as long as he has 
faith, as long as he has a vision

He received his rabbinical de- 


gree in 1897 and also received a 


D.D. from the Jewish Theologica) 
Seminary in New York, and 4 
D.H.L, from the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege in Cincinnati, In 1912 he 
appointed chief rabbi of Berlin ahd 
in 1922 became chairman of the 
German Ribbinerverband. 

When Hitler came into power, 
Dr. Baeck was offered many invi- 


tations to visit Jewish commun- 
ities in the United States but he 
refused to leave his own people. 
Throughout the horror years of 
1939 through 1944, he secretly in- 
structed children and adults in 
Jewish subjects. Even after being 
forcibly dragged off to Theresien- 
stadt concentration camp in 1943, 
he secretly conducted in the camp 
religious services, classes and lec- 
tures, the discovery of which 
would have meant death for him 
and all participants, 

In the prison camp Dr. Baeck 
had so little to eat that he went 
from a robust man down to a 
skeleton of 80 pounds. “Good

On Lin- 
coln's birthday he delivered the 
prayer opening the session of the 
House of Representatives, and 
later laid a wreath on the grave 
of President Roosevelt in “a loving 
tribute from the Jews of Europe, 
both dead and alive.” 

The invitation to deliver the 
prayer opening the session of the 
House of Representatives marked 
the first time a foreign rabbi was 
so honored by the House. When 
Dr. Baeck had finished praying, a 
visitor remarked to a friend of 
Dr. Baeck's: “Your rabbi prays 
as though he means it.” 

„J did mean it, and particularly 
so since it was Lincoln’s birth- 
day,” Dr. Baeck said. “I think 


Lincoln belongs not only to Amer 
ica but to mankind.” | 

He says that his lectures are “a 
mixture of the experiences and ex- 
periments of a lifetime.” He em- 
phasizes the place that faith must 
play in a better world. 

“Perhaps,” he says, “you don’t 
appreciate an intangible such as 
faith until you have lived, almost 
without hope, in a concentration 
camp. But I can testify that the 
hours which my doomed congre- 
gation in the concentration camp 
at Theresienstadt spent in prayer 
and study were the hours of con- 
tentment, the hours of freedom. 
I hope and pray American Jews 
never have to suffer the tragedy 
that was the lot of German Jewry. 
But I hope and pray that you 
learn from our experience, that 
you develop a greater realization 
of the inner satisfaction of spir- 
ituality. Too many of us don’t ap- 

reciate the intangibles of life. We 

ome so immersed in the ma- 

terlalistic phases of existence that 
we don't properly appreciate the 
virtues of faith, the nobility of 
freedom, and the contentment of 
good conscience.

There are many other mechan- 
ical tools on the market designed 
to save time and labor and while

The First Cabinet—Jetferson vs. Hamilton: 


S Secretary of State in the new Government President Wash- 
A ington appointed Thomas Jefferson of Virginia, the principal 

author of the Declaration of Independence. For Secretary of 
the Treasury he chose Alexander Hamilton of New York, the spark 
plug of the Federalists. Hamilton was a tireless, brilliant, hard- 
boiled realist in politics. 

Hamilton was convinced the Government would not last unless 
the wealthy people of the country could make money by it. He 
reasoned, “The voice of the people has been said to be the voice of 
God; and however generally this maxim has been quoted and be- 
lieved, it is not true in fact, The people are turbulent and changing; 
they seldom judge or determine right.” 

Hamilton conceived and carried through a famous political 
bargain with his Cabinet foe, Jefferson. One afternoon the two 
leaders met at dinner and talked about the Assumption Bill, which 
Hamilton was backing, with the support of big money men and 
speculators, They also talked about the future location of the national 
capital, which was then a red-hot issue between several states. They 
reached the following agreement: Jefferson and his friend Madison 
would persuade some of the Virginia Congressmen to change their 
votes and pass the Assumption Bill. Hamilton, in turn, would see 
that the New York members supported a site on the Potomac river 
for the new Federal City.” And to get the necessary vote in the 
Senate, where the rich Philadelphia merchant, Robert Morris, pulled 
the strings, both sides agreed to make Philadelphia the temporary 
capital until 1800. 

This masterly piece of logrolling was a great victory for Hamil- 
ton. It secured his whole program, and gave the big-money men 
and speculators behind him $40,000,000 clear profit. Jefferson realized 
this later and angrily claimed he had been hoodwinked. 
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Gen. Charles Cotesworth Piek- 
ney was the man who refused 
to give the French a sixpence 
when he, with two other com- 
missioners, went to France in 
1797 to an agreement 
about American shipping. Re- 
fusal to pay was followed by a 
shooting War. 


Abigail Adams gave her hus- 
band much political advice. His 
comment to her on the vice- 
presidency (which he held for 
eight years): “My country has 
in its wisdom contrived for me 
the most insignificant office 
that ever the invention of man

Twenty years before he came 
to the presidency, John Adams, 
above, was the political wheel 
horse of American independ- 
ence.

That Word “Coin.” 


HE word “coin” with its de- 
rivative, “coinage,” has an in- 
teresting history. 

The noun comes from the 
one coin, and is derived from 
the atin cuneus, denoting a 
wed It has been spelled also 
“coing.” The “wedge,” of course 
became a die for stamping on a 
— piece of metal the characters 
which turned it into money, as- 
suming the government authority 
which made it legal raga wi And 
from the die, “coin” trans- 
ferred to its product. 

For several hundred years “coin” 
and “coinage” have enjoyed popu- 
lar usage in the metaphorical 
sense, as Shakespeare employed 
the wotds: “This is the very coin- 
age of your brain.” And again, 
“They cannot touch me for coin- 
ing. 

The “coinage of words” is an- 
other apt expression of time- 
honored usage in the language. 
The poet Dryden referred to the 
unnecessary coinage of words, and 
more than once used the term 
metaphorically as a synonym for 
invention, not only of words, but 
of ideas: “Some tale, some new
